BACKYARD GARDENS 
ARE MULTIPLYING 


One of the big successes in winter 
gardening is to be seen at the corner of 
San Bernardino road and Second street, 
on the vacant property owned by Mrs. 
I. I. Cook. The tract has been planted 
to cabbages, radishes, onions and other 
vegetables, and is in splendid condi­ 
tion. 


The garden belongs to F. E. Dudde- 
rar, who believes he can demonstrate 
that a good garden can be grown in Co- 
vina during any month in the year. It 
is certainly a good example of the util- 
iaation of vacant property. 


Since the rains of the past few days 
the householders of the city have been 
exploring with a shovel in the back 
yard:*, and the spring activity in vege­ 
table gardening bids fair to be more 
active than any other year for a number 
of years. All kinds of quick-growing, 
early truck can be put in at this time, 
including radishes, onions, peas, beans, 
etc., and the chances arc very good now 
that we-will have the usual wet spring 
weather that, will boost gardens faster 
than council of defense literature can 
do it. 


There are some people who can make 
money out of a back yard garden, but 
the percentage is only one as to one 
thousand. It is not the making of a 
profit that is claimed by the state and 
national food councils, but the growing 
of more foodstuffs that is wanted. 


In Covina, a few vegetables can be 
grown in the back yard or on a vacant 
lot without 
much expense, 
providing 
too much is not planted. The gardener 
must keep in 
mind his water rate. 
Plenty of seed can be obtained at sev­ 
eral of the stores, including the best 
.varieties of tomato and sweet potato 
•plants in season.

It is therefore a relief, a 
relief that cannot be understood unless 
one lives in the valley, that the rains 
come to correct-a condition that was 
far from what is orinarily the case at 
this season of the year. 


A dry November, December, and Jan­ 
uary kept the feed on the hills from 
growing. It cost a lot of money in fuel 
to run pumping machinery. But the sit- 


In most years the valley has from ten 
to twelve inches of rain by this time 
each year. This year we have lest, than 
five inches so far. But the rain is com­ 
ing at just the right time,' when tho 
weather is warming up, allowing for 
the rapid growth of all kinds of garden 
truck and small fruits. Old wiseacres 
who have been shaking their heads du­ 
biously for some time, now join in the 
general hope that we are to have a 
rainy March and April. If we get a 
few inches in each of these coming 
months the soil will bo in splendid shape; 
for the great acreage of beans that is 
to be planted everywhere between the 
rows of citrus and walnut trees and on 
the vacant lands. 


The coming of rain after a dry spell 
has an immediate effect on business ev­ 
erywhere throughout the valley. There 
are some lines of business that have 
been marking time the past two months, 
because the ranchers could do little, and 
when the ranchers arc idle there is 
very little for others to do in a town 
that is a commissary to a farming com­ 
munity. 
As soon as a good rain has 
fallen it seems that everyone 
wants 
something, from 
peanuts to printing, 
and the activity during the last few 
days in the stores of tho valley has 
been a marked, change over the past 
few weeks.

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Urges Serbian Unity 
In Covina Address 


Before beginning his lecture on Ser­ 
bia, Montenegro, nnd Rumania on last 
Monday 
evening, 
Professor 
Raymond 
took ocension to say that this was his 
twenty-fourth lecture before the Covina 
audience, four of the state 
university 
courses on modern Kurope, and lie was 
highly appreciative of the large attend­ 
ance and interest manifested. l i e felt 
that it was not often 
that a lecturer 
had the privilege to speak so many 
times to the same audience, and he wns 
deeply grateful for the kindly expres­ 
sions of pleusure and the flattering re­ 
quests that he return for another course. 
After closing a similar series of lectures 
in San Diego next Sunday, Dr, Raymond 
completes this "circuit of lectures" and 
then opens a circuit extending from San 
Bernardino to Fresno, followed by still 
another in the AVatsonville 
district. 
Spring and summer engagements are in 
Oklahoma cities and in the east. 


The discussion of Serbia, her griev­ 
ances and troubles, her part in the be­ 
ginning of the present world-war, with 
its far-reaching 
results, proved of re­ 
markable interest, since this little coun­ 
try, with no sea coast, has been made 
the scape-goat of German and Magyar 
intrigue and rapacity. 


I t is a little, independent nation, with 


DO sea coast, and an eager, 
growing 
people, and the natural desire for ex­ 
pansion has led to its undoing. The past 
Jiistory of the little country was most 
interesting, 
since in the fourteenth 
•century it was the dominant power in 
southeastern 
Europe, with its golden 
age under K i n g Stephen Dushan, and 
included the greater part of the penin­ 
sula. 
Then, conquered by the Turks, 
for four centuries the iron hand of the 
tyrant held down every ambition and 
aspiration. But during all those years 
Serbia.cherished her Christian religion, 
lier language, ideals and hopes. The re­ 
volt in ISO-i, under " B l a c k 
George," 
opened a series of rebellions and re­ 
volts 
wdiich 
lasted 
twenty-five 
years, 
until Turkey was compelled to recognizo 
Serbian 
autonomy. 
In the treaty of 
Berlin, 1S78, her independence was rec­ 
ognized and she was given 
additional 
territory, but in spite of sacred treaties 
and 
promises, 
Austria-Hungary 
took 
Bosnia and Herzegovina in .1908. Dr. 
Raymond felt keenly that gross injus­ 
tice had been dpno Serbia through the 
past years i n keeping her bottled up 
and 
preventing 
free 
communication 
•with, her neighbors. 


The story of the deliberate 
intrigue 
-which resulted i n the assassination of 
Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand, 
June 28, 
1914, 
while 
well known, was told in 
startling fashion, placing the responsi­ 
bility i n Vienna. 
The solution of the 
Serbian question should be in the ulti­ 
mate pcaco conditions, a reuniting of 
all the Serbian peoples, with a sea port, 
as no nation, however great and power­ 
ful, has the right to separate the people 
of one blood, one language, one religion, 
one political aim, and place them under 
rival governments against their desires. 


Montenegro, formed in the fourteenth 
century by a little band of Serbians 
who took refuge in the mountains, the 
smallest kingdom on earth, but a hun­ 
dred b y eighty 
miles in extent, 
also 
proved of intense interest, although the 
t i n y 
country wus but one-fourth the 
size of San Bernardino county, it has 
been of unusual political interest. The 
people 
were 
characterized as hardy, 
courageous, frugal and singulnrly 
free 
from vice. 


Rumania, the third in the little group 
of allied stntes, with its romance and 
somewhat spectacular history, also was 
of interest to tiie large audience, par­ 
ticularly since the tragedy of her part 
in the war, when she was overrun by 
the armies of the central powers and 
utterly defeated, being then divided in­ 
to four portions and handed in largo 
part to Austria, Hungary, and Russia.

Among the varied war relief services 
of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance 
Union, no single one has been 
more 
unique or brought 
more real help to 
thousands of soldiers and sailors than 
the useful, homey "comfort b a g . " For 
thirty years these bags have been made 
and 
found 
most 
convenient; 
indeed, 
"filling a long-felt w a n t . " 
This work 
began under the direction of Mrs. Kiln 
Hoover 
Thncher, 
a 
beautiful and 
wealthy woman of New Jersey, who for 
years has devoted her life to personal 
work among the sailors and soldiers of 
the Atlantic coast, who have come to 
call her " T h e Soldier B o y s ' F r i e n d " 
and 
"Mother 
Thacher." 
For many 
years, now she has been the national 
superintendent of the work, and it is 
she who brought the comfort bag to its 
present state of perfection. Her friend­ 
ly, personal interest is embodied in a 
delightful letter which goes in each bag. 
It has long been the custom for each 
state to provide'a comfort bag for ev­ 
ery 
sailor and marine on board the 
battleship or cruiser bearing the name 
of the state. It has been but a few 
years since 
California 
white-ribboncrs 
made this gift to nine hundred or more 
men on their battleship. 


In the contents of the comfort bag 
four different objects have been sought, 
viz: there are first-aid helps for minor 
injuries; necessary toilet articles, but­ 
tons, thread, safety and common 
pins 
for repair work, while the moral and 
spiritual life is recognized and minis­ 
tered unto through religious, purity and 
temperance literature and the New Tes­ 
tament. 
The Southern California bags 
are better than many, and contain, in 
addition to the various useful and nec­ 
essary articles, " A letter from h o m e , " 
a sisterly note from the state 
officers, 
and a little volume of home songs. 


The 
present 
comfort bag campaign 
was started .Tune 13; the first bags came 
in 
almost 
immediately, and, to date, 
over five thousand have been made, fill­ 
ed, and either given or sent; of dark 
blue denim for the sailor boy, in khaki 
for the soldier. 
Literally hundreds have 
been asked for individually, and several 
times the workers 
have 
been 
almost 
staggered b y requests for three to five 
hundred, for be it remembered that in 
addition to the work each bag repres­ 
ents an actual outlay, even at gener­ 
ously reduced wholesale prices, of over 
a dollar. Scores and hundreds of letters 
from the boys tell of the convenience 
and usefulness of the little bags, and 
there are many instances where the mor­ 
al literature has had the desired effect 
in turning men from the use of tobacco 
and thoughtless lives to higher and bet­ 
ter ideals. 


But while the largest single effort of 
war service, the comfort bag work has 
not 
been all, by any means. 
Kern 
county white-ribboncrs raised two thou­ 
sand dollars for a fully equipped ambu­ 
lance; 
large 
contributions 
have 
been 
sent toward the two National W. C. T. 
U. ambulances driven by sons of white- 
ribboners and flying the white banner, 
as well as for the stereomotorgraph; 
three 
hundred 
and 
fifty 
sleeveless 
sweaters have been knit and sent to 
California men at Camp 
Lewis, who 
were 
most 
grateful for their 
warm 
Christmas gifts; thousands of bandages, 
made only b y the W. C. T. U., as well as 
other hospital supplies, have been made 
and sent, and the young people placed 
an electric fan in a base hospital. 


At best, the W. C. T. U. has but a 
scanty amount of money in its treasury, 
since the annual dues are small and 
that 
dollar literally does 
work 
clear 
around the world. And now when the 
intensive work of the past few months 
has all but stripped the treasuries, state, 
county and local, there comes the call 
for an immediate, wider work—for more 
comfort bags, more bandages and other 
hospital 
supplies, 
more 
sweaters and 
knitted articles. The demand is impera­ 
tive for field kitchens to furnish warm 
food and drink for our soldiers as they 
come out of the trenches, 
faint and 
worn. We must help furnish more am­ 
bulances, more hospital fans, meet the 
need of Americanization of the foreign- 
speaking people amongst us. And we 
greatly desiro to conduct a correspon­ 
dence bureau to' keep in helpful touch 
with the many hundreds of soldiers and 
sailors who have written, us gratefully 
of our bags.—(Contributed).
